Please note following update on USC’s construction activity overlapping with MyFig project. 

Yesterday the city’s MyFig project team issued the “OK” for USC/CCD to proceed with 
construction of Phase 1A of Electrical Undergrounding project. 

Intent is for USC to install new underground duct banks ahead of LADOT’s MyFig 
Bike Lane Improvements on Figueroa at Exposition. 

City has given USC a limited timeframe to install Phase 1 A. 

USC’s work is offsite and will involve closure of curb lane on west Figueroa 
adjacent to Exposition - see attached diagram. 

Notes: 

UPC Impact - Phase 1A USC Construction: 

o Closure of single south-bound traffic lane on Figueroa (roughly along the 
length of Fertita Building east fagade) 
o North cross-walk at Fig/Expo will be closed to pedestrians 

§ Detour signage for alternate ADA accessible crosswalks will be in 
place. 

o Right turn from south-bound Fig to west-bound Expo is OK. 
o Temporary traffic signaling will be in place at N-W corner Fig/Expo, 
o Work is on parallel track with LADOT crew. 

o Traffic Control Plans are coordinated and dovetailed between USC and 
LADOT MyFig teams (Adam Driscoll is point of contact), 
o Traffic control devices and detour of north crosswalk will be in place during 
Festival of Books event on April 22-23. 

o Goal is to remove Traffic Control devices and open north crosswalk on May 

1 1 , before Commencement.

o Phase 1 A Finish: Tuesday, May 16, 2017 
o Duration: Approx. 5 weeks 

o Working hours: per Noise Abatement Zone Ordinance

This email is just a reminder of the following events/activities in the UPC area that will affect area traffic 
and/or parking starting next week: 

MyFig project: As part of the development of Figueroa Street and the creation of dedicated bike 
lanes leading all the way to downtown L.A., the median on Figueroa is being removed in the area of 
the McCarthy Way Entrance (formerly Entrance 3). We expect considerable traffic delays in the 
area for the entire week as this work progresses - please give yourself extra time in the area, and 
obey LADOT flagmen and signs at all times. 

Grand Ave. Structure exterior painting: The north exterior wall of the Grand Avenue Structure 
(formerly University Parking Center) will be painted during the month of April. We do not expect 
this any impact on Jefferson Blvd. in any way, but parking in the structure will be limited on the sixth 
floor (lower floors will not be impacted). 

34 th /Trousdale work ending: The beautification of the intersection of 34 th Street and Trousdale 
Parkway will be completed on April 4th. Many thanks to USC Capital Construction Development for 
their work in transforming this space - please use extra caution in the area as flagmen move out 
and the full width of Trousdale becomes available once more. 

USC Shrine Structure grand opening: One final reminder that our newest facility at 631 W. 
Jefferson Blvd. is opening on Monday! ALL USC permit holders are invited to check out the 
structure using their current pass during the calendar month of April - if you find it as convenient, 
safe, and beautiful as we expect you will, and you want to switch locations, simply reply to this 
email expressing your interest. The monthly rate for the USC Shrine Structure is the normal Gold 
permit rate, $111 /month.
